DISCOVERY or A FOREST or NUTMEGS, 


—Intelligence has been received by the 
Dutch Government, that Dr. Burnstde, 
while undertaking a scientific expedition 
for the Colonial Government of the .Nether- 
lands to the Molucca Islands and New Gui- 
nea, had made a discover* in the Island of 
Batjan, which may lead to important re- 
sults in the spice trade.
